Orchards and Gardens 


Bob Owen (1 885-1962) in his Diwydiannau Coll. Ardal y ddwy Afon-Dwyryd a Glaslyn 
(1943), under a section headed “DIWYDIANT GARDDIO (GARDENING INDUSTRY)”, lists 
‘Creua’ as one of seven places in the area with orchards and gardens "perllenau a gerddj’.’ 
These seven places precede a lists of places with gardens only and a third list of those 
places with orchards only 


‘Y Fedw’ appears on that third list — those places with orchards only. We know that in 1929 
“3 Bush Damsons’” and “3 Bush Plums” at 3 Shillings each were purchased from Dicksons 
Nurseries Chester, arriving by train to Penrhyndeudraeth Station.
